The banks will be set up in Spring­ 
field, Mass.; Baltimore, Md.; Colum­ 
bia, S. C.; New Orleans, Da.; Hous­ 
ton, Tex.; St. Louis, Mo.; Louisville, 
Ky.; St. Paul, Minn.; Omaha, Neb.; 
Wichita, Has.; Spokane, Wash., and 
Berkeley. Cal. 
Stock 
subscription 
books 
of 
the 
banks will be opened within the next 
ten days, probably about Jan. 2, to 
remain open for thirty days. 
It is ex­ 
pected, however, that the government 
will have to supply most of the $9,- 
900,000 capital under that section of 
the law which empowers the secre­ 
tary of the treasury to make up the 
unsubscribed stock. 
Within the next three weeks temp­ 
orary directors, five to each bank, 
probably will be named. 
As soon as 
the banks have been organized and 
borrowers have subscribed to $200,- 
OOO of the stock of each bank the 
temporary 
directors 
will 
surrender 
their authority to hoards of nine di­ 
rectors each, six of whom shall be 
named by the farmer borrowers and 
three by the farm loan board. 
The 
permanent directors will serve three 
years and receive per diem compen­ 
sation, as in case of federal reserve 
bank directors. 
Each borrower must subscribe to 
stock in the bank from which he bor­ 
rows to the extent of 5 p e r cent of 
his loan and the original subscribers 
to the capital stock are required to 
surrender their holdings as they may 
be needed to meet this situation.

Washington, Dec. 28.— The military ; 
system of Argentina is serving as a 
model 
for the compulsory military 
service bill now' being drafted by a 
committee of the army general staff 
Officers familiar with staff opinion 
say that while details had not been 
completed, the measure would follow 
closely 
the 
Argentina 
scheme and 
would keep half a million men under 
training, 
with 
2,500,000 
trained re­ 
servists subject to call. 
Tt probably will be at least three 
weeks before the bill and accompany­ 
ing estimates of costs are ready for 
submission to the secretary of war. 
The chairman of the house military 
committee has asked to see it and it 
will he sent to the capitol for the com­ 
mittee’s information, though there ri 
no indication that it will go with any 
sort of indorsement from the adminis­ 
tration. 
The principal feature of the staff 
bill will be its provision for one year 
of intensive military instruction in 
the army for all youths subject to its 
terms. 
It is expected that exemptions 
due to physical disqualifications and 
for other reasons, including possibly 
the conscription of certain men for 
work in industrial plants necessary 
in war times, would leave available 
for army training between 450,000 and 
500,900 
of 
the 
1,000,000 
bo>s 
who 
reach the age of eighteen each year. 
“Iii a broad way the outline of the 
general staff continental army plan 
of last year would be followed in dis- 
tributing tactical units of the reserve 
into nineteen infantry and six cavalry 
divisions. 
Reservists would be liable 
for two years’ service in this force 
before passing into the unorganized 
reserve. 
The 
r esu lt when the system had 
been in operation a number OI years 
would be to cive 500,000 men under 
arms and in progress of training, I,* 
000,000 more trained, 
equipped, or­ 
ganized and ready for immediate mus­ 
ter as first line troops, and behind 
these unorganized but trained reserve 
numbering more than 1,500,000. 
This 
is the basis on which estimates ot 
cost will be made by the general staff 
committee.

London. Dec. 28.—That great Rou­ 
manian grain and oil storehouse in 
the Danube, Barlia, is now threatened 
by von Mackens°n’s advance, the tak­ 
ing of Filipechti placing the Teutonic 
invaders little more than thirty miles 
from this objective. 
On the other side of the Danube, 
the Dobrudja army consisting chiefly 
of Bulgarians is hammering away at 
the bridgehead of Matcuin almost di­ 
rectly opposite Bralia. 
With the execution of these move­ 
ments and British activity in Egypt 
and along the Tigris, military opera­ 
tions have been practically suspend­ 
ed. 
On the Franco-Belgian front the 
artillery has been active in some sec 
tors, but th* infantry arm of the serv­ 
ice on both sides is being held to its 
positions except for occasional trench 
raids and some patrol enterprises. 
The following statement on military 
c r e a tio n s was issued by the war of­ 
fice at Retrograde 
“Roumanian fr*>.*r? Throughout the 
day the em m y made a number of 
fierce attacks along almost the whole 
of our front. 
In the region of the up 
per 
stream 
of 
the 
River 
Rimnik 
north 
of 
Megura 
he 
succeeded 
in 
pressing back slightly our cavalry de­ 
tachments and infantry detachments 
of the Roumanians. 
“On the Rimnik high road our de­ 
tachments. after having repulsed a 
series of attacks, 
were obliged 
to 
abandon 
first 
line 
trenches, 
which 
were demolished by artillery fire. 
“Enemv attacks in the remaining 
sectors were beaten back with great 
losses to him. and in the village of 
Yalea-Seltzel bv our counter attack 
we captured several machine guns. 
“The battle along the front con­ 
tinues. 
“In Dobrudja there were operations 
by small detachments.” 
“Caucasion front; The Turks, about 
one battalion strong, assumed the of­ 
fensive in the region of Petrakolai, 
but were repulsed by our fire.
